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Laura Siegal Named Honorary Trustee of

CLEVELAND, OH (March 9, 2004) —The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) announced today the appointment 
of Laura Siegal as an honorary member of its Board of Trustees. 

Siegal is a member of the Museum’s Collectors Circle along with her husband, retired mortgage banker 
and real estate developer Alvin A. Siegal. Over the last two decades the couple have contributed to the Museum 
significantly. 

Recognizing her long affiliation and years of service to the Museum, Director Katharine Lee Reid said,

before studying at the Kardos Fashion Institute and later attended Cleveland State University. She worked first as a 
television spokesperson for The [luminating Company under the name Laura Lane and later hosted the radio 
program “Opinion Line” on WERE AM. In addition, Siegal was the recording secretary for the American 
Federation of Television and Radio Artists and is a former trustee of the Great Lakes Theatre Festival. After 
finishing her broadcast career Siegal served as the director of advertising for the Leader Mortgage Company. 

Active in the Greater Cleveland Jewish community, Siegal and her husband have endowed the Laura and 
Alvin Siegal College of Judaic Studies in Beachwood, Ohio. She also established and supports an in-house radio 
station for the residents of Beachwood’s Menorah Park Center for the Aging. The Siegals sponsor an annual Friday 
Forum speaker for the City Club of Cleveland and she currently is secretary of The Alvin and Laura Siegal 
Foundation. The couple lives in Pepper Pike.
